Bank Survey Shows 
Low Stock and Heavy 
Call in Mid-West 


Chicago, Aug. 6—The Federal 
; Reserve Bank of Chicago in its 
jlatest report revealed a decided in- 
} crease in the sale of used cars in 


| June as compared with the records 
|of both the preceding month and 
| the corresponding period of last 
| year, and a still larger gain for the 
| first six months over the first half 
|of 1926. 

Seventy-two companies of the Mid- 
dle West distributed a total of used 
|cars that stood 9.5 per cent. higher 
| for the first six months this year than 
;in the first half of 1926. During 
ithe period there was a monthly av- 
erage decrease of 3.3 per cent. in 
salable used cars on hand, accom- 
panied, however, by a gain of 2.5 
per cent. in value. 

| The number of used cars sold in 
the same territory last June rose 
|2.5 per cent. from the May total, 
jand jumped 8 per cent. over June 
of last year. The month’s stock 
of used cars decreased 16.3 per cent., 
with a similar decline in value as 
compared with June of last year. 

The reserve bank here places the 
June output of passenger automo- 
biles by manufacturers in the en- 
jtire United States at 274,374. This 
is a decrease of 22.1 per cent. from 
| production in May and 19.2 per cent. 
|as compared with the figure of June 
a year ago. For the first half of 
the year national production was 
14.1 per cent. less. In the month 
funder review, truck output was 40,- 
178, standing 7.1 per cent. under 
May but only 1.5 below June, 1926. 
For the half-year, however, truck 
output rose 5.5.

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Progress of the Diesel Engine 

NE of the developments that is coming in for real atten-| 

tion by European automotive engineers is the progress| 

that is being made in adapting the Diesel type engine for 
motor truck and even passenger car service. We say} 
“progress in adapting,’ because the Diesel has not yet 
reached a stage where it is generally applicable to automo-| 
tive highway transportation. | 
In a recent issue of the Autocar, our British contempo- | 
rary, an editorial writer says that “The experimental work 
so far accomplished (in the Diesel field) seems to indicate 


than was expected in view of the total difference in char- 
acter between the ordinary Diesel engine for power station 
work and the internal combustiion engine of a car.” 

The writer then goes on to explain: “The Diesel is an 
engine with so high a compression that if fuel is suddenly 
injected at the top of the compression stroke, that fuel com- 
bined with the air already in the engine, fires at once. In} 
other words, the engine compresses air and has no separate | 
ignition apparatus at all, nor has it in the true sense of the 


} 
word, a carburetor, the fuel being injected through a special | 


valve. 

“There is another type, the semi-Diesel, in which the 
compression is not so high, but the combustion space is put 
into communication with a separate heated chamber in order 


to effect the same end. Operating in this fashion, the Diesel 
can use a very low grade fuel, which makes it so valuable as 
a power plant. | 

“The motor car type Diesels are different from those! 
operating power stations in that they have a wide range of 
variations in speed of revolution and they are much lighter, 
almost as light, in fact, when compared for power, as some} 
gasoline engines. Given thé variation in speed, the Diesel 
should eventually prove itself to be not only the most 
economical means of propelling a car or truck, but it should 
be also durable and reliable.” 

From this the English writer comes to the conclusion 
that while designers of Diesel engines have not had the 
same publicity that has been given the efforts of those pro-| 
ducing gasoline engines, work and progress on Diesel engines | 
for motor cars goes steadily forward towards producing the) 
perfected commercial article. | 

Just where the Diesel now stands as regards its. appli-| 
cability to automotive highway transportation may be judged | 
from the fact that engines of this type for vehicular use| 
have been produced to weigh as little as sixty pounds per 
brake horse power. Engines operating on the two-cycle| 
principle have been brought down as low forty-five 
pounds per brake horse power. Compdred with this the 
average automobile engine carries a weight of somewhere 
between sixteen and twenty-four pounds per brake horse 
power, and at maximum output this figure is reduced to as| 
little as eight to sixteen pounds per brake horse power, 

Obviously, then, a considerable amount of development 
must still be achieved, before the Diesel type engine can 
actually become a factor in highway transportation. On the 
other hand, we can judge the progress that has been made 
from the fact that stationary Diesel power plants frequently 
carry as much as 300 pounds per brake horse power. 

Undoubtedly, the first application of the Diesel engine 
to highway transportation will be as a power plant for 
heavy duty vehicles, where speed and flexibility are not 
prime considerations. In this class of vehicle also the mat- 
ter of weight would not be of any particular importance. 

The Diesel engine has received greater consideration in 
Europe, because over there fuel is higher in price than| 
with us. The Diesel can consume an almost unbelievably! 
low grade fuel, with an economy that seems miraculous.

South American 
Car Demand Big 


(Continued From Page 1) 


exports of cars and trucks to 

South America in 1926 amounted 

to almost $46,000,000, which ex- 

ceeded 1925 by $26,512. 

Growing interest in highway de- 
velopment and adequate automotive 
transportation are regarded as two 
of the most important factors in the 





increasing use of motor cars in 
South America, the report points 
‘out. 

“Another indication of the posi- 
tion of South America in the auto- 
motive export trade,”. the report 
states, “is shown by the fact that 
two of the five leading markets for 
American cars last year—Argentina 


and Brazil—were located on that 
continent. Some of the largest for- 
eign-assembly plants of American 
factories are located in South Amer- 
ica, where their sales amount to 
thousands of cars annually. 

“In addition, large quantities of 








motorcycles, accessories, parts, and 
service appliances are exported to 
South American markets every year. 
The total value of all American au- 
tomotive exports, including aircraft, 
to South American countries last 
year was $61,787,693.” 

The report points out that the 
six leading markets of South 
America, in order of their impor- 
tance, were Argentina, Brazil, 
Uruguay, Venezuela, Colombia, 
and Chile. These received 65,769 
of the 68,394 United States cars 
and trucks shipped to South Amer- 
ica, and out of this total Argen- 
tina’ and Brazil took 49,626, or 
nearly 73 per cent.
